two groups. 

The national merger was ac- 
complished in December of 1953 
at a -constitutional convention 
held in New York City. State 
and local groups of the two big 
federations were given two 
years in which to achieve their 
mergers. The negotiations on 
the State level in California 
are still proceeding; those on 
the local level began early in 
1956 and have been- pushed 
steadily. 

The February 9 issue of the 
AFLCIO News, official national 
publication of the united labor 
movement, contained a state- 
ment by the AFLCIO Executive 
Council headed: “State, Local 
Labor Bodies Ordered to Speed 
Mergers.” : 

The statement declared tha 
“the AFLCIO merger remains 
incomplete” until all State and 
local central bodies “be like- 
wise merged,” and added that 
“the date fixed by the consti- 
tution, by which all such merg- 
ers must be completed, will not

TO THE MODERN TABLOID 
FORM BEGINNING MARCH 


Beginning with the March | 


1 issue of East Bay Labor 
Journal, the paper will 
have a new format, the 
modern, convenient tabloid 
size, with no decrease in 
the amount of reading 
matter. 

The Labor Paper Ad- 
visory Committee carefully 
canvassed at a recent meet- 
ing the points in favor of 
the change, and gave ap- 
proval to it. 

In going to the tabloid 
form East Bay Labor Jour- 
nal is following the trend 
of the times not only for 
labor papers but for dailies 
in many cities. The man- 
agement of this paper has 
been slow to make the 
change, wishing to be fully 
convinced that it would be 
beneficial for all concerned. 

These points, however, 
finally were convincing: 

1—In the crowded condi- 
tions of modern life, the 
tabloid form is much more 
convenient for the reader 
to handle. 

2—On the. smaller page 
of the tabloid form, each 
individual item, whether 
news story, editorial com- 
ment, or advertisement, oc- 
cupies a larger part of the 
total space of the page, and 
gains proportionally in at- 
tracting and holding the 
attention of the reader.

Nate White, business editor| 
of the Christian Science Moni-| 
tor, discussing the tight money 
policy of the Administration, 
said in a recent issue of the 
Monitor: 


A balanced combination of 
policies has always been re-} 
lquisite to control inflation or| 
recession. No single policy can! 
in itself do the job.

Monetary policy to restrain} 
excessive credit; | 

Debt-management policy to 
\lessen the inflationary impact) 
of the federal debt; 

Fiscal policy, which means) 
increasing taxes; 

Business policies, which) 
means spreading expansion! 
programs over a longer time 
and not concentrating all busi- 
ness demand in a short period 
of time; 

Labor-union policy, which 
means seeking wage increases] 
only when an increase in pro-| 
ductivity — output per worker 
hour — paces the wage in-, 
creases; 

Consumer policy, which 
means spending within the ca- 
pacity of personal income to 
support spending; 

Government spending only 
on essential programs and) 
postponing those which can be 
postponed.

Fresno conference in 1956, is 
the author of a UC publication 
on the difficulty of ascertain- 
ing accurately data on union 
membership. Here. are some of 
the difficulties he cites: 


What is a union member? 

Should the definition hinge 
entirely upon dues payment or 
should it count delinquents as 
members? ; 

It seems to me that the latter 
is more meaningful. Many or- 
ganizations absolve strikers and 
those temporarily out of work 
from the need to pay dues. The 
former, certainly, should be re- 
garded as members and the 
latter should also be included 
for some reasonable period. 

People out of work constitute 
an especially difficult problem 
in industries characterized by 
intermittent employment. 

Precisely where the line 
should be drawn is a delicate 
question and the unions them- 
selves will have to assist in an- 
swering it. 

That the definition is of criti- 
cal importance is evident from 
a recent study of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machin- 


nonagricultual employment in 
California at the highest level 
in history, Ernest B. Webb, 
California Director .of Indus- 
trial Relations, announced. 


According to preliminary es- 
timates, employment in non- 
farm establishments rose to an 
all-time peak of more than 
4,500,000 in December. 


The monthly average of non- 
farm employment during 1956 
was a record 4,345,000 wage and 
salary workers. This was up 
some 257,000, or 6 percent, from 
the average for 1955. In the six 
years from 1950, the number 
of wage and salary workers has 
increased by 1,136,000, or 35 
percent. 


About 1 out of every 5 new 
nonfarm jobs established in the 
country in the past 12 months 
was created in California. The 
total nonagricultural employ- 
ment increase in the United 
States in the past year was 1.2 
million. California’s gain of 
about 4% million: was better 
than 20 percent of this total.

How can membership statis- 
tics be restricted to the United 
States? Many United States 
unions have some members, 
and in a few cases a large num- 
ber, in foreign countries, par- 
ticularly Canada. 

By obtaining data directly 
from the unions — federations 
and internationals—it becomes 
exceedingly difficult to elimi- 
nate the foreign contingent. 
This suggests that another 
source is preferable.
